Five years ago there were many cars
still being built without accelerator
pedals, and the latter when put on
were additions to the hand control and
not substitutes. In Europe at the same
period many cars had accelerator ped-
als only and no hand throttles what-
ever, according to 'The Automobile.
Actually there is no need for both be-
cause the driver Invariable uses the
pedal when it is provided and the
function of the hand throttle lever is
simply to set the throttle in the prop-
er place for idling or starting.

An accelerator pedal alone, without
any hand control, has the drawback
that the proper throttle position for
the slowest idling varies from day to
day owing to the temperatures and
other variations. This means that
some adjustment is needed which will
alter the exact potnt to which the ped-
al returns when the foot is taken off
it. Now it is easy to provide a dash-
board lever which will perform this
feat without anything like the same
number of parts required to connect
a lever above the steering wheel with
the carbureter.

Furthermore, controls passing clown
the inside of the steering post are
always liable to rattle, and it would
be easier as well as a little cheaper
to make steering gears with only one
internal control tube. The clearance
could be doubled and the chances of
rattle reduced in proportion. Thero
is also no doubt that a single lever
above the wheels looks much neater
than the conventional double quadrant.
There seems good reason to think that
if some prominent manufacturer would
make the move the industry would be
quick to abandon the old style throt-
tle lever.

No doubt many of the old time driv-
ers who were used to the hand throttle
before the days of the accelerator will
disagree with this view: they still use
the hand control or think that they do.

Let it be remembered, however, that
these men are but a very few among a
vast multitude and the new motorist
makes practically no use at all of the
hand throttle lever.

Medium and low priced United
States cars are selling in Argentina, in
parts of Brazil, in Uruguay and Chill
in steadily increasing quantities, ac-
cording to David Bancroft in The Au-
tomobile.

Fur-
ther, it is believed that 12,000,00-- tires
worth not less than $16 each adds
$192,000,000 to the total yearly ex-
pense of motoring accessories and ex-
tra comforts are e'stimated at S50 a
car, totaling $100,000,000. The item of
garage charges on short tours ex-
clusive of gas and oil. Is put at $100
per car, or $200,000,000. Repairs made
necessary by wear, tear and accident
tire troubles not included, are approx-
imately at $50 per car a year, or $100,-C00.00- 0.

In summing up his estimate, the
editor or expert who is responsible
for these figures states that the total
running expenses for all cars in use
is about $70,000,000. Add thereto,
continues, the values of fiOO.000 new-car- s

bought during the year at an
average price of $750, or $4 30, 000, 000,
and we get the immense total of

spent in one year (1915) on
the sport of motoring. In the estimate
no allowance has been made for tho
expense of hiring a chauffeur, auto-
mobile insurance and various other
requsites. It fa quite apparent that
the total expenditure would be greatly
in excess of this estimate.

Another new device, which Is mere-
ly a folding bed intended solely for
outdoor sleeping, is carried on thu
running board, and has springs and
a mattress that can be rolled into a
compact form. This bed is four feet
wide, six feet and four inches long,
and opens outward from the oar, be-
ing held at an even level above the
ground by folding legs of iron. A
waterproof cover with sides of khaki
fastens under the top of the car and
covers the entire bed, being held In
place, by an iron frame, while the
sides can remain up if full exposure to
the air is desired. This affords an ex-
tremely comfortable outdoor bed.
while simply stepping over the pil-
lows into the car brings one into a
dressing room. With this outfit upon
the running board a fine night's rest
is assured anywhere In the country
by merely anchoring under a tree, and
involves only the adjusting of the bed
and "turning in."

But the most complete device for
an extended camping trip is a two-whe- el

trailer about eight feet long
and four feet wide, which weighs
about 600 pounds, and With "all on,"
or "all off," as the case may be, em-
braces a waterprof tent with two
full-siz- e beds, and a complete equip-
ment for enjoying all the comforts of
home for any length of time, regard-
less of weather conditions. This trailer
can also be used for commercial pur-
poses, and can bo readily attached to
any car and opvrated without annoy-
ance to car or trailer.

For health-bringin- g, uptrallding,
qualities, an outing like this has no
equal, yet to make it perfect such a
party must be companionable. The
most essential feature in such an ad-
venture is congeniality, for a grouch
or a "kicker'.' is capable of breeding
all sorts or disagreeable anoyances.
